Mini Lesson 


1. Play selected music and discuss the mental imagery it produces. Ask: How do poets create imagery? Discuss responses.

Applications 


1. Distribute consumable poem to each student. 

2. Individually, students identify and underline targeted literary techniques used in the poem. Students read the poem and add notes 
describing the effects of the underlined techniques. 


Closure 


1. Play selected music again. Students mingle to the music. When the music stops, they form partnerships, share one literary technique, and 
describe its effect on the poem. Repeat as time allows. 
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
